llavHiad, in responHe lo tihc toast 
to hiH country. At request, lie 
wrote out the subslanco of ids re- 
marlisin the following words, which 
the .lotniNAi. readers will admit lo 
1)0 cnmprehenHivo in yrasp and 
lM»uilifully expresHod in a Ian}j;iia;j;e 
which he has learned with only 
hiniHelfas instrucMor. It may ii(« 
pertinent liere to add that Mr. 
Ilavstad, all.hou>i;h a deaf nnin, has 
bi'en dele'rated by the Storthinjiet 
(National Ass((ml)ly) lo thiscoiinlry 
and England, locdjtain poinlHabont 
schools for the deaf, their methods 
of instruction, an<l the condition of 
the adultdeaf. Mr. Ilavstad said : — 

Dear friends, your kindiicHs towards inc 
riHives nie dot^ply, both on my own aocouiit, 
luid cHpiTlally, bceanse 1 know that you 
feci kindly towards my country and the 
dciif of Norway. Wet arc a sin.ill people in 
(lie far North, and our deaf do not wciKh 
iniicli as to nuinlHM-H. hut wc arc proud to 
lie k nsnu-n to two of the Krciitcst nations 
on KiirMi, the Knxlishmcn and the Ameri- 
cans. We sometlmcH call onrsclvis tln' 
jincestorH of the IOiii<lisli. You Aincrii-aiiM 
love to think upon the Hrltish ImIcs as the 
land of your fathers. Pi-rhaps Norway may 
pass for the land of your unindfathcrs 
Anil I now lieliohl how thedeH(!endM.nls here 
liave Krown lo a Hlreimth, i\. wciillli, a 
prosperity, an Inteilinence never drcanil of 
liy the, VikiuKs of olden tinje. 

Hut we, in our far awiiy country with the 
incaurcsoil. the overpowering inoinitalns 
Mild tlie scanty popiilnlion -lint witli a ecin- 
Mtilution and laws aiiionn the freest in the 
worlil — are now liciit uiioli inakiiiK pro- 
gress. We have slept lonu enounti, (IndiiiK 
an excuse in lieinK poor. Now w<i will use 
IheKifts inherited in our trilie anil deve- 
lopeil in richer countries. We liuild rail- 
roads amongst our mountains, often very 
near and somctiines tlirou«li perpetual 
HMowMiid ice. We liuild mills a,loiiK our 
waterfalls as a power prodticiiiKeleclrlclly, 
and we already sec the piipiilallon of our 
count ry Krovv to an extent never known be- 
fore, Hceln>{ our defects we delegate men 
t,ii other count ries to learn. And they come 
hack tclllnif tlint they have learned their 
best knowledKc In thc'l!iilted States, 

1 am one of the men sent out from the 
Hinnll and inslBiiHleant kiiiKilom near the 
North Pole, I also went to Ami-rica, hav- 
iiiK heard of the deaf of your country, of 
their scIkmiIs and their societies. We wish 
to make our deaf children intelligent and 
useful men and women, and we know no 
country that will be|lietter able to teach 
us liow to do it Hiiin the llnlted 
Stiitcs, with tlieir old established su- 
perioritv in the sphere of national eiliica- 
tion, r'.xtendinK also to the ediu-atlon of the 
denf. In your (Miiintry one can see every- 
thliiK rclatinif to our class at its besl, the 
methods userl In the Institution, the bene- 
Tolcnt work amoiiR the deaf, by the ileaf 
themselves and by others, the church 
missions, and the sevenil olh(^^ ways of se- 
curing haiiplness and priispcM'ily to the 
deaf. Ami lierc one will meet wtiat I may 
call the most enlightened deaf communitv 
to lie seen imv where, and I Kreet tlii'in. 
When I sillied from Norway three weeks 
a«o iiianv of my deaf friends stood on the 
pier, and they said to me : " Hiin« the

earnestly to see American deaf then In the 
(Janltal iif Nojway, Do come. We shall, 
as the u,se is with us when we wish to show 
our heartfelt sympathy, Rtvo yon throe 
times three hurrahs 1"

In regaid to the State finances 
the following will explain the 
matter after being in debt for over 
half a million dollars created es- 
pecially on account of the State In- 
stitutions. 

It is a matter of congratulation 
that Iowa is out of debt. The 
promise of the executive council 
thai the Stale would bo able to show 
a clean balance sheet by 1000, has 
been redeemed .sooner than ex- 
pected. What is more hopeful, 
however, is the present prospect 
that State debt will be something 
unknown to Iowa after 1900. We 
now have a board of control whose 
duty it will be to estimate biennially 
the needs of the State institutions. 
Tht^ legislature is likely to make 
provision according to the.se esti- 
mates and tho State will be more 
careful hereafter to levy a sufla- 
cient tiix. A State debt ought to 
be unpopular. Pay as you go is 
th(> principle which should be fol- 
lowed except in emergencies in 
which its practice would involve the 
imposition of undye Imitlens. The 
legislature which follows this rule 
is likely to limit itself to appropria- 
tions which may be clearly justified. 
Such, as a rule, tin* those made for 
the Stale instiluti(ms. Iowa is 
proud of most of them, and will 
cheerfully bear the cost of their 
proper maintenance. 

The Stiite board of control have 
(Established a new rule to go into 
opersilion on the first of July next, 
which will cc/inmend itself to gener- 
al approbation. They have made 
another sweeping order which will 
affect all of the Slate Institutions 
within its jurisdiction. It has now 
forbidden superintendents of the 
State i nst i t ut ions to em ploy relati ves 
;\s subordinate officers. The order 
hits ne.arly every Institution in the 
State, an(i changes will have to bo 
niiide by July 1, the date the order 
will go into effect. It has long l>een 
the custou) on tho part of the Sup- 
erintendents to distribute the offices 
in their institutions among members 
of their own families. In many 
instances a half dozen relatives of 
the superintendents h.ave been on 
the pay rolls. The wife of the sup- 
erintendent has often been appoint- 
ed by her husband its matron. The 
board condemns the system most 
emphatically, and relatives of 
superintenilents are herealter to be 
biirred from s(>curing employment 
in the institutions. 

The question of amusements for 
the inmates of the State institutions 
is now being consid(>red by the 
board of control. It is tho plan of 
the board to provide some system of 
amusement for the State's wards, 
but owing to (he groat diversity in 
the char.icter of the institutions, it 
has been found almost impossible 
to prescril>e any rule which will be 
applicable to all. Hitherto the prob- 
lem has be(>n solved by the sup- 
erintendents. This has proven un- 
satisfactory, as each superintendent 
is ambitious for his own institution 
alone, and desires the State to incur 
expense in the carrying out of his 
l)lans without regard for the others 
(Hiually d(>pendent upon the coin- 
uKUi wealth. The lioard has decid- 
ed to take tho matter into its own 
hands. It has therefore ascertain- 
ed what amusenuuits are now 
l)rovided in the soveial institutions. 
The list is intenxsting. Among the 
s(>veral menlioned is Council Blufts 
School for the Deaf. — All games 
except cards, (mt-door games ex- 
cept f(MMball. (Concerning it 
Sui)erintendent Rot hert says: "It 
is brutal, filthy, animal, dangerous, 
and we draw the line at football, 
notwiths-tanding that by so doing, 
we are nearing the chance of being 
ignominiously dismissed and for- 
ever ignored as an educational in- 
stitution.") Literary societies and 
clu»>8 and athletic clubs, library, 
gymnasium, entertainments, cirtuis, 
nature. 

Tho board of control is also con- 
sidering the advisability of intro- 
ducing manufacturing into the State 
institutions. It has not been the 
practice, however, to manufaeture 
articles for sale to any considerable 
extent. The board believes, how- 
ever, that the institutions could be 
made largely self-supporting if 
proper (>quipnients were purchased 
and miirketable goods were manu- 
faetureil. It is not unlikely that 
this i)lan will lie carried into efTect 
despite the opposition being de- 
veloped on tho part of tlie I;ib.ir 
organizations. 

The following paragraph ex- 
plains itself. 

Council Bluff's, March 24 —A 
package of $5,000 in new $60 silver 
certificates, lof^t by Charles T. 
Onicer, of the banking firm of 
Officer & Pu.sey, this city, on the 
streets of Omaha, two weeks ago, 
was returned to him W'ednesday 
night by an Omaha railrtmd em- 
ploye, whose name is withheld. 

The m()ney was found by a rail- 
road messenger boy, 13 years old, 
and was secreted in a barrel of 
sawdust in a Imrn. The hoy t(Md 
tho fact, and for $.5 turned it over 
to his superior, who l>ronght it to 
this city, retaining the $1,000 offer- 
ed as a reward. 

[Where does the moral about 
"honesty" come in? Dnes it hit 
the boy or his "superior?" Both 
need watching, and the banker 
needs a guanlian.]

Your correspondent was called 
upon to n^spond to the toast "The 
Gallaudets." It was entirely im- 
promptu, but newspajier work has 
enabled me, I hope, " to think on 
my feet," and when I got them off 
one-two-three order, the sweet girl 
graduate offered me her naiikin to 
wipe my l)row with.

"'{'he Alumni" was handlt^d by 
Mr. Rogensburg. The training of 
the Alumni may be various in some 
CAS(\s being, but in his case, (b-aggod 
out of bed at XII midnight, and 
doused in cold water, was a Spartan 
metht>d of trainina to develop 
College spiiit, and he had been tak- 
ing Turki.sli baths to got over it 
ever since. The inflnenceof the 
Alumni was no better exhibited 



than at the Paris Exposition, where 
ninety-nine per cent of the delegates 
from America were Alumni. 

"Co-eds" brought out Miss 
Helen Loyder, Illinois' only fair 
graduate. In her time there were 
only 17 "Co-eds," afterwards it 
jumped to 40, and co-education * 
promises to become a permanent 
feature of the college. The efforts 
of the " Co eds " to improve them- 
selves in many ways cannot be loo 
highly praised. Not only in liter- 
ary, and social afTairs did they shine 
but in scholarship and many 
practical affairs, as cooking and 
.sewing, did they make progress. 
They did not have as fine rooms as 
the boys, but they fixed them up 
better. The Co-eds should have a 
new separate building of their own, 
and possibly grounds too. 

Ex-Supt. Walker was the last 
speaker, and was given this theme. 
The influence of the college from 
the su(iorintendenls' point of view. 
He would d«>liver a jirepared ini 
promi)tu speech of the Mark Twain 
kind, and had to confess that he 
was impelled to accept "the invita- 
tion of the eommiitee solely by — 
hunger, but after having had his 
fill iiiusi "pay the fiddler" by a 
speech. The tict of Lincoln in con- 
ferring the right of granting de- 
grees, he considered as neit in 
importanee to his Cdebrcded 
Emancipntion Proelamaiiont For 
twenty-five years he had been in 
clo.se communication with Dr. E. 
M. Gallaudet, and understood all 
the pliins itnd motives of the latter 
in regard to the higher education 
of the deaf. He was glad that the 
Doctor was still vigorous in body 
and mind, although not as young 
as foimerly. He did not think any 
Alumni As.sociation with the same 
numbers of the Chicago chapter 
could make a better showing. 
Here was a well known chemist, a 
government trusted employee, a 
cleigymau and a senior member of 
a printing firm. It is safe to say 
they would never have attained 
their p(isitions but for Ihe college 
training' they had. He thoroughly 
believed in the advantages of a 
collegiate education, and to prove 
it, cited tlie insiance of his oldest 
boy being a senior in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. In conclusion, he 
wanted to thank the members for 
their courtesies and hospitality. 
The meeting adjourned after adopt- 
ing the motto : Esto Perpetua 
( Let it be jierpefuated ) and send- 
ing a telegram to thfc President at 
Washington.
